REPORT  cf  the  Directors,  to  be  submitted  to  the  Twenty- 
seventh  Ordinary  General  Meeting  of  Proprietors,  at  the 
City  Terminus  Hotel,  Cannon  Street,  at  One  o’clock  p.m.  on 
W ednesday,  23rd  December,  1868. 


Ike  Directors  herewith  submit  to  the  Proprietors  the  Accounts 
for  the  twelve  months  ending  October  31st,  1868.  The  result 
of  the  year’s  working  shows  a  balance  to  credit  of  £46, 128  Os.  5<L, 
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making,  with  the  sum  of  £916  4s.  7d.  carried  over  from 
January  last,  a  total  amount  of  £47,044  5s.  to  the  credit 
of  Revenue.  After  deducting  the  dividends  on  the  Preference 
and  Debenture  Stocks,  and  a  small  balance  of  Interest  account, 
a  net  sum  of  £16,157  8s.  4d.  remains  to  credit.  This  sum  the 
Directors  would  gladly  have  recommended  for  division  among 
the  holders  of  Ordinary  Stock,  had  they  believed  it  for  the 
interest  of  the  Proprietors  so  to  do  ;  but  after  mature  considera¬ 
tion,  and  conference  with  the  Auditors  of  the  Company,  they  are 
of  opinion  that  the  proper  course  will  be  to  apply  it  towards 
discharging  the  balance  to  the  debit  of  the  Accounts  of  the 
Dulwich  Wood  Estate,  and  of  the  Houses  erected  thereon  by  the 
Company,  for  the  purpose  of  rectifying  which,  the  Directors 
proposed  an  addition  to  the  Capital  at  the  Meeting  of  March 
14th,  1867.  This  course,  therefore,  they  recommend  the 
Proprietors  to  adopt. 

In  the  face  of  the  commercial  apathy  and  distrust  of  the 
last  two  years,  which  has  pressed  with  especial  severity  upon 
classes  who  contribute  largely  to  the  shilling  visitors,  it  is  not 
surprising  to  find  a  falling  off  in  the  receipts  on  ordinary  da^y  s, 
although  when  the  results  of  the  three  last  years  are  compared, 
it  will  be  found  that  the  diminution  in  the  past  year  has  been 
considerably  less  than  in  that  preceding  it.  No  doubt  also 
the  falling  off  has  been  increased  by  the  unfortunate  rise  in 
fares  on  the  two  lines  of  Railway  to  the  Palace.  It  is 
true  that  no  rise  has  taken  place  in  the  “joint  tickets” 
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(including  rail  and  admission),  and  that  the  convenience  of 
Season  Ticket  holders  has  been  met  in  some  degree  by  the  issue 
of  Two  Guinea  Railway  Season  Tickets,  within  certain  limits, — 
but  notwithstanding  this  the  rise  must  have  kept  away  many 
visitors.  On  the  other  hand,  the  number  of  visitors  on  the  days 
of  special  attractions  has  been  maintained,  and  the  attendance 
of  Season  Ticket  holders  exceeds  that  of  last  year  by  72,106. 
Firmly  convinced  of  the  policy  of  encouraging  and  strengthen¬ 
ing  the  relation  between  the  Season  Ticket  holders  and  the 
Palace,  the  Directors,  during  the  past  season,  have  endeavoured 
as  far  as  possible  to  meet  the  convenience  and  comfort  of  this 
important  class  of  the  Company’s  clients,  and  it  is  gratifying  to 
find  them  steadily  on  the  increase,  and  that  the  number  of 
Tickets  sold  during  the  past  year  has  at  length  surpassed  even 
that  at  the  opening. 

The  Revenue  under  the  two  important  heads  of  the  Refresh¬ 
ment  and  Exhibitors’  Departments  is  in  an  encouraging  state. 
The  condition  of  the  Exhibitors’  Department  is  especially 
gratifying,  since  it  is  a  fair  index  of  the  hold  which  the  Palace 
has  upon  the  immediate  neighbourhood,  which  is  so  rapidly  on 
the  increase. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  incur  considerable  outlay  in  the 
maintenance  and  repair  of  large  portions  of  the  Building,  and 
in  the  construction  of  new  Store  Rooms  and  other  works  for 
the  more  safe,  convenient,  and  economical  conduct  of  the  Com- 
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pany’s  business,  and  which,  though  involving  a  large  outlay,  will 
be  of  permanent  advantage  in  future  operations.  Prominent 
amongst  these  may  be  mentioned  the  long  Corridor  leading 
from  the  Railway  Station  to  the  main  Building,  which  has  now 
been  put  into  a  thoroughly  sound  and  substantial  condition. 

The  Proprietors  will  observe  that  the  Company  is  subjected 
to  a  very  large  outlay  in  respect  of  the  rating  and  taxation  of  ^ 

their  property.  This  item  has  been  for  some  time  on  the 
increase,  and  has  now  become  so  serious  as  to  engage  the  careful 
attention  of  the  Directors,  who  will  not  fail  to  use  every  exertion 
to  obtain  a  satisfactory  change. 

The  Fire  Brigade  Station,  erected  on  the  road  front  of  the 
Palace  by  the  Metropolitan  Board  of  Works,  in  pursuance  of 
the  agreement  between  the  Board  and  the  Company,  is  expected 
to  be  ready  for  occupation  in  February  next.  There  will  then 
be  one  manual  and  two  steam  fire-engines,  and  a  permanent- 
staff  of  firemen,  in  constant  contiguity  with  the  Palace.  While 
upon  this  subject,  the  Directors  would  call  the  attention  of  the 
Proprietors  to  the  fact  that  the  Palace  now  stands  insured  to 
the  amount  of  nearly  £110,000. 

The  Tropical  End  of  the  Building  has  now  been  open  to  the 
public  for  several  months,  evidently  to  the  great  satisfaction  of 
the  visitors.  The  restoration  of  the  Alhambra  Court  has  been 
gradually  proceeded  with  under  the  superintendance  of  one  cf 
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the  regular  officers  of  the  Company,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
greater  part  of  that  interesting  and  beautiful  portion  of  the 
Palace,  formerly  its  special  pride,  will  be  restored  to  the  attrac¬ 
tions  of  the  coming  Christmas  Season. 

The  Directors  have  been  for  some  time  engaged  in  consider¬ 
ing  the  best  mode  of  employing  the  ground  lying  beyond  the 
Palace  at  the  North  End,  and  formerly  covered  by  the  North 
Transept,  Assyrian  Court,  &c.  They  think  it  possible  to  occupy 
it  in  a  manner  not  hitherto  attempted  at  the  Palace,  and 
which  shall  make  it  attractive  in  a  novel  manner  to  a  large 
and  paying  number  of  visitors.  Without  anticipating  details 
not  yet  resolved  upon,  they  may  state  that  the  plans 
before  them  embrace  the  conversion  of  a  part  of  the  large 
reservoir  into  Baths ;  the  formation  of  a  Zoological  Department 
on  a  scale  of  great  completeness,  though  without  pretension 
to  that  scientific  character  which  is  more  properly  left  to  other 
institutions ;  and  the  construction  of  salt  and  fresh  water 
Aquariums  on  a  scale  not  yet  attempted  in  this  country.  They 
are  of  opinion  that  these  objects  may  be  so  carried  out  as  to 
increase  the  number  of  visitors,  and  give  such  a  return  for  the 
outlay  as  will  in  a  few  years  recoup  the  cost  of  the  works,  and 
thus  leave  an  important  permanent  attraction  in  the  hands  of 
the  Company. 

Actuated  by  the  desire  to  turn  the  property  of  the  Company 
to  the  best  advantage  for  the  Proprietors,  the  Directors  have 
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given  every  attention  to  the  possibility  of  utilizing  such  of  the 
land  as  can  be  spared  without  detracting  from  the  beauty  and 
privacy  of  the  Grounds.  A  Eeport  from  the  Surveyor,  showing 
the  probable  results  of  the  proposed  scheme,  will  be  submitted 
to  the  Meeting  ;  and  at  the  close  of  the  Ordinary  business  the 
Meeting  will  be  made  Special,  to  consider  the  provisions  of 
the  Bill  in  Parliament,  the  application  for  which  the  Pro¬ 
prietors  authorized  at  the  June  Meeting.

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The  Directors  have  received  notice  of  the  following  Resolu¬ 
tions  to  be  moved  at  the  Meeting. 

From  Mr.  J.  T.  Lidiard  : — 

That  whenever  any  dividend  shall  be  declared  on  the  Ordinary  Stock 
of  the  Company,  the  Directors  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to 
issue  to  any  Proprietor  requiring  the  same  Dividend  Admissions  in  lieu 
of  paying  the  dividends,  on  the  whole  or  such  portion  of  the  stock  held 
by  such  Proprietor  as  the  Proprietor  shall  elect.  That  the  dividends 
in  lieu  of  which  Dividend  Admissions  be  granted  shall  be  carried  to  a 
fund,  'to  be  called  the  “  Restoration  and  Maintenance  Fund.”  That 
such  fund  shall  be  applicable  to  the  restoration  and  maintenance  of  the 
Building  and  Grounds,  and  for  no  other  purpose  whatever.  That  when 
the  dividend  declared  on  the  Ordinary  Stock  of  the  Company  does  not 
exceed  24  per  cent.,  any  Proprietor  electing  to  accept  Dividend  Admif- 
aions  in  lieu  of  Dividend  shall  be  entitled  to  Dividend  Admission  Tickets 
to  double  the  amount  of  the  sum  that  would  be  payable  to  him  for 
dividend,  but  when  the  dividend  shall  exceed  2J  per  cent,  then  Dividend 
Admissions  equal  to  5  per  cent.  That  Dividend  Admission  Tickets  be 
transferable,  and  entitle  the  bearer  to  admission  to  the  Palace  on  any 
day  the  public  are  admitted  by  payment,  on  presentation  of  as  many 
tickets  as  shall  equal  in  value  the  sum  required  for  admission  on  those 
days.  That  Dividend  Admissions  shall  be  available  only  within  one 
year  from  the  date  of  issue,  and  be  signed  by  the  Proprietor  to  whom 
the  same  shall  be  issued. 

From  Mr.  R.  M.  Morrell : — 

That  the  Meeting  of  Proprietors  for  the  guidance  of  the  Directors 
declares — That  the  vote  of  December  last,  excluding  non -Proprietors 
from  the  Palace  and  Grounds  on  Sundays,  does  not  warrant  the 
attempted  enforcement  upon  the  Directors  a  petty  and  vexatious 
interpretation  of  the  words  to  the  exclusion  of  the  children  of 
Proprietors.  And  further,  that  the  said  vote  was  not  intended  to 
nullify  or  set  aside  the  oft-carried  resolutions  for  the  Directors  to  take 
steps  for  the  opening  to  the  general  public  on  Sunday,  but  was  simply 
the  expression  of  opinion  that  the  free  Sundays  having  amply  demon¬ 
strated  the  general  desire  to  visit  the  Palace,  their  continuance  was 
no  longer  necessary.
